Like a man determined to see 
the Great Pyramids before he dies, | had 
to do this. | didn’t care about the per- 
sonal hazards. | went. | found him. | 
wanted to see Henny. 

Henny, you see, is 294 years 
old now. 

Henny is telling jokes he wrote 
in 1914. 

In fact, Henny is telling jokes 
somebody e/se wrote in 1864 and sold 
to him in 1914. 

Henny may be the last come- 
dian in America who still does Polish 
jokes as a major segment of his act. 

So when you go to see Henny, 
there's always this anticipation in the 
audience. It’s not so much “I can't 
believe I’m here.” It’s more like “I can't 
believe he is here.” Or, more to the 
point, “I hope he’s still here by the time 
they raise the curtain.” 

But | was lucky, because they 
raised the curtain — and there he was. 
He comes out on the stage doing a kind 
of stiff duck-walk, holding his violin in 
one hand, grinning, very tal! — taller 
than you ever imagined he could be. 
And then, with no preliminaries, with no 
chit-chat, with no segues at all, he just 


bored. He tells so many jokes, and he 
tells ‘em so fast, that a lot of times you 
can’t remember what the last joke was, 
because he’s already halfway through 
the new one. Jokes about food, gam- 
blers, death, people in wheelchairs, 
priests, nuns, rabbis...he has thousands 
ofjokes. Andsome of ‘emareso bad, so 
downright corny, that you can't believe 
you're laughing at them. 

But here’s the thing: You al- 
ways do laugh at them. You can't help 
it. If | wrote these jokes down for you, 
you wouldn't understand. You wouldn't 
laugh. You wouldn't even believe these 
could be Reader's Digest rejects. But 
Henny says ‘em, and you laugh. And 
you don’t know why you're laughing. 

I guess you could say, “Well, he 
has good timing.” 

But he doesn’t. He has terrible 
timing. Sometimes he forgets the joke. 
When he forgets the joke, he says, “I 
forgot the joke,” and goes on to the next 
joke — and he gets an even bigger 
laugh than if he’d told the joke. 

I guess you could say, “Well, it’s 
the way he tells the joke.” 

But that’s not it either. Some- 
times his diction is so bad you can't 
really even follow the joke. But you're 
still laughing. 

You could say, “Well, it’s be- 
cause he invented all that great stand- 
up comedy schtick, like the violin and 
the wife jokes.” 

Butthat doesn't hold water. First 
of all, his violin playing is terrible, so 
when he does his patented routine — 
four bars of violin, joke, four more bars, 
joke, four bars, joke, etc. — the sour 
notes are so loud that you actually wince 
while he’s playing. And when he intro- 


do the wife jokes. He invented the 


ultimate wife joke, whichis also the most 
famous stand-up comedy joke of all 
time: “Take my wife. Please.”) 

No, these aren't the reasons 
you laugh at Henny. But l think I've 
figured itout. | think | know why itworks. 
Watching Henny Youngman is like 
watching a copy of the Declaration of 
Independence that’s been Xeroxed 
9,000 times. In other words, there's the 
original Henny Youngman Act, the ulti- 
mate stand-up comedy act, that he per- 
fected around 1936. Everything since 
then has been a shorter and shorter, 
leaner and leaner, version, until finally 
all we can see is just the vague outlines 
of what it once was, like one of those 
Leonardo da Vinci murals that’s faded 
into the wall. 

For example, every once ina 
while, inthe middle of his act, Henny will 
say, “I think people are nuts.” The joke 
he just told is not about people being 
nuts. The joke he’s abour to tell is not 
about people being nuts. So why did he 
say it? 

It's obviously the line he built his 
routine around in 1936. Of course, in 
one sense, every joke is about people 
being nuts, so he can always throw it in. 
But he uses it eight or ten times in the 
evening, so you have to figure it meant 
something at one time. 

The other thing Henny says all 
the time is, “It makes me so happy to be 
with you this evening.” And a lot of 
comics say that, but Henny says it over 
and over. And so, after a while, after 
he’s said it the fourth or fifth time, you 
really start to believe it. If he wasn't 
really happy to be with you this evening, 
he wouldn't have to keep saying it. He’s 


NORTHAMPTON 
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When he sings it, you really 
believe it. Some people even kind of 
tear up when he does it. 

This is why we still laugh. We're 
laughing because, even if we don’t un- 
derstand the joke, even if he doesn't tell 
the joke right, even if we don't know 
what the joke is, we know there’s a joke 
there. Emotionally, we know. 

Consider this. He’s been doing 
this for 60 years, and he still goes down 
to Atlantic City as the opening act for 
Chita Rivera. Now that is a man who 
loves comedy. 

And on the days when he’s not 
working, he still goes over to the William 
Morris Agency in New York and tells 
jokes to the guys who work in the mail 
room. That’s how he “works out.” 

Not to get too mystical about 
this, but it’s like Henny has become a 
Zencomic. He doesn’t need jokes to tell 
jokes. His whole being has become the 
joke. He’s that rarest of humans: aman 
who is exactly what he wants to be.

Bee Attack 


A swarm of African bees, 
provoked by a falling rock 
that smashed its hive, at- 


tacked a group of soccer fans in a 
small town in southern Brazil, killing 
one and injuring four. The incident 
occurred in Valentim Gentil, about 
330 miles north of Sao Paulo. Police 
Chief Ali Hassan Wanssal said that 
“the bees attacked the people who 
tanto abus parked nearby, but a65- 
year-old woman didn't run fast 
enough. Thousands of bees stung 
her and she died almost immedi- 
ately.” 


Tropical Storms 
The overhead summer sun 
shining above tropical wa- 
ters spawned three cyclones 
between 12 and 16 degrees south 
latitude. Cyclone Esau was the only 
one to affect a land area, with its 50 
mile-per-hour winds buffeting some 


of the northwestern islands of the 
Vanuatu chain.

A moderate quake shook 
ES northeastern Japan from 

an epicenter beneath the 
seabed off Ibaraki prefecture. Earth 
movements were also falt along the 
California-Nevada border near 
Mammoth Lakes, and in the north- 
ern mountains of Slovenia. 


Fireball 

A bright fireball lit up the 
night sky across parts of 
Northern California and 
southern Oregon. The unusually 
large meteor probably hit the earth's 
atmosphere at about 40 times the 
speed of sound, andits sonicbooms 
tattled homes and awakened some 
sleeping Oregonians.

Japan's 
Ministry of International Trade and 
Industry said it is spending $4 million 
onresearch tofind areplacement for 
the shells, which are used to make 
combs, jewelry, and frames for eye- 
glasses. Besides the prospect of 
utilizing roaches, cow horns and 
crustacean shells are being studied 
as possible replacement material for 
the country’s 1,500 craftsmen cur- 
rently working with tortoise shell.
